Ba la wldalj aoqoalntad aaong pditioal ly parolpiant aehoib ra 
throughout the uorld. Ba la uall knoan to USSR aebdara of both pro-ragtaa and 
anfclHmgLaa eoqplasion. Conaaqoantly, tha tzaataant aooorded to bin by OS 
Ooaarnaant offioiala and tha overall auaooaa of hia adjuataant to and intagration 
into US aoelaty vdLU baooaa aidaly knoan and a^ndsad in Coaannlat, anti CTuMUinUt 
and apportuniat eirdlaa. Tha alaoat naive and at Uaaa axaggermtad dapandanea of 
tha USSR upon Ita eotaria of aebolara nakaa bin a nnra aonapienona fLguca in 
aanaltlva and important oirelaa than would otharaiaa ba tha aaoa. Bo ia not a 
doatrlnaira baliavar in the US aoonowic ajBtm any aora than faa la a doetrlnaira 
boliavar In Cpaannlin^ having rather tha Qlyapian ulaqpoint of the soelologioal 
Withal purged by travel of the taint of the ivoxy tower. Hia prafbaalcnal 
neqnaintanea rune the ganut of pditioal edozlng and be doaa not proseriba any 
bua fbon the eonpary of hia aaaoeiatae. 

In the long run, the lapresaion he and othara in like eaaa 
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ofrielaldoB haTi an ii^sortant affeot on the success of OS Intelllgsnoe 
operatlona. Hs knows tha score in his present situation. 

Tfae US is we very such on tha short end of that score. Uhan he ea»rsed 
fk«B covert to overt status at tha insistence of US sdlitary personnel in 
Oenunyf he vaa epprchensiTe. Khan tine dragged through a suooession of nlnor 
snafoBy his prooise of asylun in the US showed no perceptible progress^ his 
vifla died, and the tediun of inaction and petty enaft continued, there la at 
least a prosunptioa that doubts as to tha elsdoB and dependable good faith of 
the US ^irotttad in his reflections. When he arrived in the US, nas bounced 
about by unlnfomad officials, no accredited rapresantative of his spcosors 
in this country appeared on tha scene, bis papers vara i^>oundsd in dafnilt 
of an eight dollar fee, he vent in hock to the local Rad Croaa fbr five didlara 
for eoffbe and cakes, end finally, one anst sigipoaa e prey to confused aleglv^ 
lugs, vas flown to Washington, his eatlaata of the funetiooing of US intslli- 
gsnee can hardly have bounded uierard. And ehan, on his sxrlvel bars, after 
his can neasi had bean shouted and recorded by avez^' file dark bateeen tha US 
Sons of Qereany end the OS Capital, ha was soddanly toid be was again under 
deep cover and his om nans was never to be spoken, he ny well have thought 
that the unaocus toned nagnlfioanea of his surroundings eera naverbhelass the 
tx^ppinga of a super eadhousa. 

As recorded in infomal eanoa in your ^ ^ to CL Li files, tha futility 
and the positive danger of naintainlng the fiction of his cover beeaas eeokiy 
■ore apparent. The trail of unclassified An^r ordera under vrhieh be entered the 
US, their contents ebnptly ig)graded, but only after they had been freely die- 
tributeu in their pristine nakedness of any desaifioatlon whatsoever, were 
advertieeneDt enough of his presence here. HLs eontaets with at least thrae 
US universities, sU of which had been alerted to his lapending arrlvul, wore 
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A dally inoraaaing vaouim of Informtion about hi% dramas a ataadLly aouniing 
▼olune of attantlon to hla abaanea from tbe moaant of hia dlaappaaranoa* Tba 
oontlnuoualy groaing liat of Ms approrad eallara aaa in itaalf tha antithaala 
of alneara and matura handling of oorart oparaticna. (It ohould ba noted In 
thia oonnaotlon that that part of tha aaploltation carried on by thia effiea 
haa bean on the baaia of written raquirenenta and obaolutely no dlreot matlnga 
and iRtarriaBBf and thia policy haa been adhered to without aaeoptl<m*) Sba- 
Maw Toxic aaatingf at which ha was publicly identified by a fl^ow USSn-aationai» 
was the pradLctabla dliaox. Boaarar the orrangementa for publie dLadoaura of 
his piwaonea^ ahlch obrioualy were begun before the ide nt i f ication in Hew TorlCf 
aside from being a breach of faith with the American press which CIA can ill 
afford fT(» a long-range public rdLations atan^lnt^ come dose to branding the 
entire covert phaae of the operation as a hoax and indeed as a puhlicitgr bnildqp. 
If the aubstantlal AaerLcan press, wliieh is far mors important than any (dn^o 
pufaUoatLon boaever daaorous its plush-linad blandiabments, aver baeomaa aware 
that CIA wade an axdusiva diacloBure of information «p to than top aaorat and 
an indivldaal up to than operationally covert, CIA m^t ae wall cloee tg> whop. 
Zf Congress becomss sware of it, we will all be out in ths street without tha 
prioe of a railroad ticket back boas. Evan aiziglr oorraspondante who are made 
privy to the proaanea of individuals In this country prior to pdblie announoa- 
■ant tboxaof, though they way cultivate such eonfldeneea for a time, will in- 
avltably betray ttten in tha and if they have a truly profeaaioDal attitude 
toward tha eosplax problems of reeaneiling a traa press with the raqnlraaMnta

Any rlgoa^ or intaqparance in tbe fbrsgoing paragnphs msy ba taken as a 
calculated but diluted estimate of the subject's present state of mind* For4 
that reason they are isportant* Tliere is further iaportance in the fact that 
tha recital of the subject's ease is startlingly parallel to previous Caach eases. 
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It would bo advisable to revias such possibly erroneous or Indisorset teeh- 
niquss as My be dLseerned in the present ease (and eoboing past oases) before 
tbby harden into a pattem*
